Mr Conkllng voted for the Impeachment ot 
Andrew Johnnon. He optrased the electoral 
commission bill but would have tM'en ap|>olnted 
to serve on the board but for the mUtnist ot 
his views. Mr. Conkling's friends always 
ciumictl that bad he served on the comm' 
Tiiiit 11 and not Bkyes wonld have beeadsdsied 
I'resliient.

Mr. Coakllafsqnanel wlth Mr. Blab>s.sris-

try. It was a strong element in the defeat of 
Mr. Iliaiiit- in the ('inctniiati convention of IKTll, 
iinil ai.'iilii lit I'lilca^ro In l.^s4. n aisti led indi- 
rectly to the (juarrtil ot Conklinn with Garfield, 
the resignation of Conkllng and Platt, the 
assassination of Qarfleld. and the thtal smUt- 
terment ot the Republican tactions In New 
York SUte. Tlisse laddents hava hecome s 
part of the hlstofy of the ectmtqr- 

President Arthur offend Mr. Oeakllng an 
associate Justiceship of the Snpreme Court, 
which he declined. After his retirement from 
politics he devoted himself to the practice of 
taw. In which he enjoved signal success. It Is 
stated that when he left Washington alter his 
resignation he was ciimpellcd to borrow 119 to 
[luy his fare to New York. He had never been 
a inmiey maker ill imblic life, but as a lawyer 
he eajoyt-d la^^'^• fees. 

Durliar till- i:ist Il\e years he was in nearly all 
the IniiKirliiiil i-asi-s which claimed the atten- 
tion of the courts. He appeared a^'alnst Gould 
anil for him in bults Involving millions of do|. 
lars. His Indostry was untiring, and when his 
number on the calendar wss called the conrt 
always found him nady.

THE GUNBOAT YORKTOWN. 

UeScrlptlon of the Mew Dynamite Cnslser 
to be Lonnehed in a few Days— A Terri- 
ble Knglne of War. 

I'liiiMiFiiiiiA, April 18.— The William 
(■i;iiii|i .K; Hons' Ship and Engine Buiiding 
Company havo nearly completed a d.vnsmlte 
cruiser gunboat called tho Yorlctown, de- 
signed for the United States navy. It will 
bo launched on Saturdav, April 2>>. in the 
presence of Secretary AVhItiiey. It carries 
four pneumatic guns for the hurling of 
dynamite projectiles, each with a range of 
at least a mile. The training of the guns is 
oecompllshed by stei'rinp the vessel and the 
loading is all (lour by steam. The guns are 
of ilftecn-lnch caliber, and the shells, which 
can be Jired withgiigat aooarany tvrioea 
minute, will contain 000 pounds of explosive 
galatine, equivalent to imnnds of dyna- 
mite or iMiunds of gun eoltoii. 

It is claimed that this gun, properly hao- 
died, will be the most destructive engine of 
war yet invented, for the heaviest armored 
sliijisi II the world will iro all to pieces from 
the i'\|ilosioii of a sliell imicli BHiailer than 
those thrown by the guns on the Yorktown. 
These gnns are designed primarfaly to work 
on the under water portion of the hulls of 
veesels, but if any iuariirocy in aim should 
be developed on aeeouut of the pitching of 
the ship, great damage can be inflicted upon 
the portion of the hull aboye water. A 
d.vnamite gun made by the same ooncem 
lias just been made for the Italians, and will 
lie tested at Fort Lafayette in a few davs 
by Lieutenant Zalinskl.
